Britain today barred its merchant ships from 
carrying strategic goods to Communist China or 
Communist-controlled North Korea, ‘ 

The Government took this action following a

would reinforce the United Nations embargo on 
the export of strategic goods to China,

Football League Has No

was strongly denied by the Football League today.

its Executive officers have had to put’ up with recently cannot be disclosed.”

about 10 per cent in January, 
the Bunk of China's monthly 
review aaid. % 


FARMERS RELUCTANT 


Farmers were reported to: be 
reluctant to sell thelr surplus 
crop in expeétation of better 
prices, and so prices in the pro- 
ducing centres kept on rising. 
It was also noticed that iWegal 
hoarding had badly affected the 
otherwise stabilised situation.
